“31. To the Kootenay Central Railway Com- 
pany, for a line of railway from Golden ‘towards’ 
the International Boundary line, via Windermere 
and Fort Steele,and crossing the Crows’ Nest Rail- | 
way at or near Elko, in lieu of the subsidy granted 
by Chapter 57 of 1908, Section 2, item 66, not 
exceeding 186 miles.” 

The use of the word “towards” instead of ‘‘to” is} 
quite unobjectionable. 

As to the time limit I need quote cnly a portion of, 
Section 4: 
“All the lines for the construction of which 


subsidies are granted, unlessthev are already com- 


menced, shall be commenced within two years,”ete.
